J. M. Inman, President of the Cali­ 
fornia Oriental Exclusion 
League, 
announces that he 
has 
prepared 
amendments to the present anti-alien 
land law and new laws that will pre­ 
vent further encroachments of the 
Japanese and other Asiatics in Cali­ 
fornia. 
These amendments will be 
presented to a state-wide meeting 
to be held in San Francisco Tues­ 
day, 
January 13th, 
to 
determine 
whether they shall be initiated if 
Governor Wm. D. Stephens refuses 
to call a special session. 
One of the amendments that has 
been drawn up would plug up the 
loop-hole In the anti-Alien law which 
permits corporations, 
controlled by 
Japanese to buy agricultural lands. 
Inman also has prepared several 
new. laws that would prevent Japan­ 
ese from evading the law by trick­ 
ery, principally through the purchase 
of land by Japanese in the name of 
their American-born children. 
One of the proposed laws would 
require that only the public admin­ 
istrator of a county could act as the 
guardian for a minor whose parents 
were aliens and 
ineligible to citi­ 
zenship. 
This act would be retro­ 
active. 
Under such a law, said In­ 
man, a bar would be placed against 
alien parents buying land 
in 
the 
name of the children. 
Another proposed law would re­ 
quire every person, firm or corpora­ 
tion acting as a guardian for a min­ 
or whose parents are ineligible to 
become citizens, to file an annual 
report concerning the conduct and 
administration of the property. This 
law also would be retroactive. 
Still another law 
would require 
the removal of a guardian of a mi­ 
nor whose parents were ineligible 
to citizenship upon the showing that 
the property had not been adminis­ 
tered with due regard to the pri­ 
mary interests of the ward. 
In this 
way land purchased in ,the name of 
children would have to be handled 
in the interest of the child and not 
in the interest of the parents, as is 
now the case.

Walnut Association Is Can­ 
ning Meats— Recipe Books 
To Be Given Away 


Cracking California w alnuts w ith 
a ham m er is a thing 
of 
the 
past. 
Modern housew ives crack them with 
a can-opener.1 T his m ethod has been 
m ade possible by the California W al­ 
nut G rowers’ A ssociation, which is 
now putting up 1,000,000 
cans 
of 
Diamond 
brand 
shelled 
w alnuts, 
vacuum packed, in half-pound tins. 
M other 
nature 
canned 
California 
w alnuts in shells, but man has d is­ 
covered 
a better way to preserve 
them. 
Since the public has fallen 
into the habit of using w alnuts the 
year around, there is a demand for 
fresh w alnuts, at all tim es, and vacu­ 
um packed w alnuts supply this need. 
They have the call for more rea­ 
son s than one. 
F irst of all, they are 
fresh. 
The next great advantage is 
that they are cracked. 
This is what 
appeals to the housew ife. 
Maybe 
she w ants a few halves for a cake 
or a salad in July or August, and she 
d oesn ’t want to pound her fingers 
with a ham m er in cracking nuts. She 
calls up the grocer and is likely to 
learn that he has no m ore walnuts 
in bulk, but that he has nice amber 
w alnut m eats in cans. 
A can-open­ 
er, a tw ist of the w rist, and the needs 
of Mrs. H ousew ife are supplied. 
Using the Culls 
Out of California’s annual crop of 
w alnuts, am ounting to approxim ately 
50,000,000 pounds, there a i general­ 
ly abtyat 3,000,000 pounds which are 
slightly under size according to the 
high grading standard of the C ali­ 
fornia W alnut G row ers’ A ssociation, 
or perhaps the sh ells of m any are 
dif colored or broken, m aking them 
unsuitable for the choice bulk , ack. 
For half a dozen years all such w al­ 
nuts have been 
cracked, 
and 
hand-sorted m eats have been sold to 
confectioners, grocers and bakers. 
H ousew ives have been heavy buy­ 
ers of th ese m eats, but have not a1 
w ays been able to obtain them, be­ 
cause som e grocers in 
sm all 
com 
m unities have 
been 
reluctant 
to 
carry them , fearing that if they were 
not sold out quickly they m ight be­ 
com e old. 
And se the canned walnut 
cam e into being, m eeting with in­ 
stant popularity, because it w ent on 
the grocer’s sh elf in every ham let, 
village, town and city all over the 
country. 
Vacuum packed California shelled 
w alnuts will keep 
indefinitely, 
ac­ 
cording to C. Thorpe, of Los Angeles, 
general m anager of the association 
which is putting them on the m arket. 
kThe organization, he says, experi­ 
m ented with the product two years 
before offering it to the public, te st­ 
ing the cans under all sorts of cli­ 
m atic conditions and finding that the 
con ten ts were Just as fresh when re­ 
m oved from the tins as they were 
the day they w ere packed. 
Women Employed 
A com plicated piece of m achinery 
w hich w eighs and sea ls the shelled 
halves into tins after they have been 
cracked by m achinery and sorted by 
hand, pumps the air out of each con­ 
tainer and seals 
it 
air-tight auto­ 
m atically, thereby, m aking it im pos­ 
sible for the h ousew ife, who is the 
greatest consum er of w alnuts, to ob­ 
tain them every day in the year, 
w ith the positive assurance that they 
will be fresh and savory. 
More than 
1,000 wom en w ere em ployed in the 
Los A ngeles by-product plant w here 
California w alnuts are shelled and 
canned. 
Scores are em ployed in the 
plant in Santa Ana. 
H ousew ives w ill doubtless be in­ 
terested in know ing that the Cali­ 
fornia W alnut G row ers’ A ssociation 
has Just published an artistic book 
entitled 
‘‘One 
Hundred 
D elicious 
W alnut R ecipes," by A lice Bradley, 
principal 
of 
the

This cook book tells the in terest­

Newlands river 
regulation amendment provides for 
comprehensive plans for flood con­ 
trol, water conservation and care of 
forests, which means the regulation 
of river floods in the entire United 
States.
